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PUBLIC EXAMINATIONS, 
VERNON CENTRE. 


Tue growth of the Sabbath School 
spirit around us, is one of the cheer- 
ing signs of the times. It glitters 
amidst the constellation of Bible and 
Missionary exertions, helping to dis- 
pel the vast darkness that still shrouds 
the human mind, and concurring 
with them, to hold forth the promise 
of a brighter and more universal day 
of heavenly love on earth, than man 
has ever witnessed, since ‘his “first 
disobedience brought sin into the 
world, and ali our wo.” 

The public examination of the 
Vernon Centre School, on Sunday, 
8th inst. was a pleasant ray amidst 
this brightness. It took the place of 
the afternoon service, and with all 
its accompaniments, occupied about 
two hours and a half. 

The children were variously ex- 
amined on Parmele’s, M’Dowell’s, 
Watts’ and one other system of ques- 
tions, the name of which, the writer 
does not recollect. The improve- 
ment appears to have been very 
good, considering the Serengerent 
period and circumstances. ‘The an- 
swers were generally in too low a 
tone of voice; but to this, there 
were two very delightful exceptions ; 
the one, in a small class of young la- 
dies; and the other, in a class of 
very little boys: besides other indi- 
vidual exceptions, which the writer 
is not able. particularly to recollect. 
The school, however, is but in’its in- 
fancy, and the above defeet, which ex- 
ists every where, is by no means pe- 
culiar to it. Future examinations 
will probably find it diminished. 

But there were two things, which 
appeared. to the writer, especially 
honorable to the Vernon Gentre Sab- 
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bath School, and to the society of 
that place, as, they seemed to him to 
exist there in a greater degree than 
had elsewhere struck him. The 
watchfully affectionate attention paid 
to the minister’s entreaty for stiliness, 
by almost every individual of the 
con; tion, and the extremely 
modest and orderly behavior of the 
children themselves. The writer 
did not observe a single appearance of 
that giddy boldness, which deforms, 
in different degrees, some features of 
almost every society ; and which, of- 
ten mournfully i us of our 
wretched nature, even where every 
thing present calls to a holier and 
happier demeanor. 

One of the boys composed and de- 
livered the following address. His 
mother at first endeavored to assist 
him in the composition; but finding 
that her current of t » rather 
perplexed than aided him, she affec- 
tionately left him to himself; and the 
thoughts, therefore, and language, 
with the exception of a few ortho- 
graphical corréctions, are entirely 
his own. The writer of these re- 
marks had the high satisfaction of 
learning, that this dear boy’s daily 
behavior is suitable to the simple and 
scriptural sentiments, which his 
speech breathes. © 

“My prar Faienps,—! feel in- 
terested in this school, because I be- 
lieve it to be useful. The Scripture 
is what I have studied the year past, 
and I would recommend it to all chil- 
dren, like myself. When I first be 
gan this study, 1 considered that it 
would be of little consequence to 
commit it to memory. — I believ- 
ed it to be adull study. But I now 
can reverse it. It is highly pleasing 
to see so many children engaged in 
learning their duty to both God and 
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man. I we shall perform it, as 
our Bible teaches us; and may we 
continue to,go on in the way that 
we have begun, and to be dutifal to 
our parents and instructers, and con- 
sider that itis they who have given 
us this privilege. O whata blessing 
it is to live in a civilized land; where 
we can, if we please, get knowledge, 
and where the gospel is preached. 
There are many children, who are 
taught to bow down to senseless idols. 
How joyful it would be to them to hear 
of a Saviour,who hath died for sinners! 
And may we, my young friends, 
strive to get knowledge; and so im- 
prove that we may be useful in the 
world, and at fast be so happy that 
we may “die the death of the righ- 
teous, and our last end be like his.” 


The writer wishes to avail himself 
of this opportunity, affectionately to 
urge the formation, in every society, 
of Bible Classes. Information on this 
subject, if requested, can be obtain- 
ed, monthly, through the Visitant. 
Does it not seem strange, and most 
trrational, that they who believe of 
the Bible, as we do, or pretend to do, 
should make it so little a subject of

The blessings 
which have attended Sabbath schools 
are many and great; and the jntelli- 
gence which daily reaches us, gives 
additional proof the Spirit of the 
Lord is not stayed, For renewed 
and cheering encouragement to the 
faithful teacher, we insert the follow- 
ing facts, which are copied from the 
American Sunday School Magazine, 
for May. ; 


NEW YORK FEMALE UNION. 

On the 20th of April, the “New 
York Female Union Society for the 
promotion of Sabbath Schools” cele- 
brated their ninth anniversary, as no- 
ticed on another page. e have 
been favored with an abstract of 
their repert: srhich we are sure wil! 
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be read withinterest. This has been 
one of the most useful Unions in the 
United States, and we are happy to 
observe that the managers are pur- 
suing their labors with their accus- 
tomed zeal. 

“At no preceding period of this 
society have the committee, and all 
engaged in its labors, had louder 
calls to renewed diligence, or great- 
er encouragement to perseverance 
in their arduous duties. 

“While on the one hand, we have 
been called to “mourn departed 
friends;” on the other we are made 
to rejoice that the blessing of God 
has in an eminent degree accompa- 
nied the instructions given in our 
Sabbath schools, During the past 

“year thirty-seven teachers and eleven 
scholars have through grace been 
enabled to lay hold on the hope set 
before them in the gospel, and over 
the symbols of his broken body and 
shed blood, have sworn allegiance to 
their Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

“Two of our scholars,” says the 
report of No. 4, “have left us for 
Hayti. On presenting one of them 
with a Bible and sume tracts, she re- 
quested the superintendent to give 
her a certificate of her character, re- 
marking that it might be of great val- 
ue to her on her arrival, as she in- 
tended, should her life be epared, to 
open a school for those who are still 
in ignorance. May the Lord pro- 
tect her, and make her instrumental 
of doing much good.” 

From the report of No. 9, we have 
the following interesting fact : **One 
of our scholars we have reason to be- 
lieve has lately been transplanted 
into the Paradise above. She was a 
young colored woman, as notorious 
for her wickedness, as she was pre- 
vious to her death for true contrition 
of heart, and faith in the friend of sin- 
ners. Her attendance at the school 
was irregular: she was frequently 
sought out by her faithful teacher, 
and after being seriously admonished 
and warned of her danger, was again 
restored to the school, until her 
course of sinning led her beyond our 
reach. She was condemned to the, 
state prison, While there, althougti 


deprived of all the privileges and ad- 
vantages of the Sabbath school, the 
instructions which she had there re- 
ceived, and which the power of sin 
had not been able to from her 
memory, were applied by the spirit of 
God to her heart: she was thereby 
convinced of sin, and led as a con- 
demned sinner, in the fullest sense, 
to the throne of sovereign mercy. 
Nor did she plead in vain: the Lord 
answered by his Holy Spirit to the 
joy of her soul, “Daughter, be of 
good cheer, thy sins are forgiven 
thee.” She was dismissed from the 
prison in deep decline. Immediate- 
ly on regaining her liberty she sent 
for her teacher, informed her what 
the Lord had done for her soul thro’ 
the instrumentality of ber instruc- 
tions, asked her forgiveness for her 
inattention, and thanked her most 
gratefully for all the pains she had 
taken to rescue her from a course 
sin. She died shortly after, but left 
a pleasing testimony that her soul bad 
entered into rest, although her body 
suffered ‘the wages of sin, which is 
death.” 

The superintendent of No. 14, re- 
ports, “We have thirty-five teachers, 
twenty-nine of whom are the follow- 
ers of the meek and lowly Jesus. 
Seven of these during the past year 
have come out from the world, and 
declared themselves on the Lord’s 
side. It is worthy of remark that 
two of this number have been either 
scholars or teachers for nine years, 
and very regular and exemplary in 
all their deportment.” To the above 
extract we would add, that the writer 
of this report has held the office of 
superintendent during the same pe- 
riod of time, a laudable example to 
her sister teachers. 

“Two of the children in No. 20, ia 
the course of last year, have been re- 
moved by death. One attended 
school on the one. Sabbath, and be- 
fore the next she was in eternity. 
Her death being: unexpected, her 
teachers were deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of visiting her. The other suf- 
fered much during a lingering illness. 
She was frequently visited by us all, 
and also by our pastoy- The evidence 
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she gave of her union to Christ by a 
true and living faith, removed every 
doubt that her peace was made with 
God, and her death was happy and 
triumphant. The Sabbath succeed- 
ing her death, our number was great- 
er than it had been for some time 
past. A solemn and impressive ad- 
dress was delivered on the occasion 
by the Rev. Mr. M’Lean, which we 
hope produced the desired effect on 
all present.” 

In school No. 28, two teachers and 
four scholars having professed to have 
experienced a change of heart and 
faith in the Lord Jesus Ciurist, have 
been received into the commuaion of 
the church. The colored woman, of 
whom particular mention was made 
in our last annual report, has been re- 
moved by death; asd we humbly 
hope, by sovereign grace, and the re- 
generating power of the Holy Spirit, 
was made meet for the inheritance of 
the saints in li~ht. 

_ A colored woman, about fifty years 
of age, who,*when she entered the 
school, could only spell, now reads 
the Bible well, and has committed 
several Chapters to memory; and, 
what is more encouraging, she is 
anxiously inquiring what she shall do 
to be saved. The weekly prayer 
meeting of teachers, and the monthly 
prayer meeting of male and female 
teachers, have been regularly kept 
up and well attended. As the bene- 
ficial effects of these means are ver 
apparent, the adoption of them by all 
the schools in the Union is affection- 
eed and respectfully recommended. 

is Union numbers thirty-eight 
schools, In these, it appears, there 
are three thousand and fifty-two 
scholars, under the care of five hun- 
dred and twenty-eight teachers, and 
2 visiting committee of 32 ladies. 

INCREASE OF THE CHURCH. 

In answer to the question, ‘What 
is the number of teachers, who, after 
their connexion with the Sunday 
School, have made a public profes- 
sion of religion?” the corresponding 
secretary has received the following 
answer from Somerville, N. J. 

It is impossible to answer this pre- 


cisely, but about one hundred young 
persons have been united to the 
church, who, after considerable in- 
vestigation, it was concluded, have 
alf been in some way or other, con- 
nected with some one of our Sabbath 
schools, either as teachers or scholars. 
We may add to this, about thirty 
persons of color, who have received 
religious instruction in some of the 
Sunday schools, and have made a 
profession of religion. In both these 
classes, there has been most decided 
and interesting cases of conversion.

Extract of a letter from a friend of 
Sunday Schools, in Rochester, 
Monroe county, to the Editor of 
the Visitant. 

‘“‘Rocnester, May 5, 1825. 

“Dear Sirn,—Sabbath Schools in 
this part of the country are rapidly 
growing in interest. They are com- 
manding the attention of enlightened 
citizens generally ; and ministers of 
the gospel are beginning to view them 
as the nurseries of the church. The 
benevolent people of this place, in 
their efforts for the spiritual welfare 
of the county, are much encouraged, 
and, thus far, have been highly bless- 
ed. They have been the means of 
supplying every family in the county 
with a Bible: they have published, 
and distributed to every mother in 
in the county, a tract on the duty of 
praying for her children: they now 
want a Sunday School established in 
every school district,—and this will 
probably soon be accomplished: then 

a minister in every society ; and then 

can they pray with more confidence 

for the conversion of every soul. The 
county of Monroe is, in these efforts 
of benevolence, giving to her sister 

counties, an example worthy of imi- 

tation. Even in the number and 

general interest of her Sabbath 
schools, she bids fair to go beyond 

Oneida. In Utica, indeed, your 

schools are highly flourishing: but 

could not something more be done 
for the benefit of the institution, 





throughout vour county? Does not 
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your visiting agent need quickening 
to activity? Much may be done in 
a little time, by efficient exertions. 
I am anxiously looking forward to 
the time, and have the fullest expec- 
tation of seeing it soon arrive, when 
Sabbath schools, in all-this western 
country, will flourish as the gardeu 
of the Lord.” 





JUVENILE CORRESPONDENCE. 


A rew weeks since a letter was 
received from Mr. Garrett, mission- 
ary at Bombay, who was formerly a 
resident of this village. The letter 
was addressed tothe children of the 
Sabbath school, in which he was for- 
merly a teacher. He gave an ac- 
count of the mission at Bombay, par- 
ticularly of the schools attached to 
that station. Two letters have been 
prepared in answer to this,—one by 
children belonging to the Ladies’ 
School; and the other by those of 
the Gentlemen’s Department. A 
collection taken by the scholars, 
is to be forwarded with the letters, 
for the aid of schools among the hea- 
then. We make a few extracts from 
the letters, not so much for their in- 
trinsic value, for they were written 
entirely by children, as to excite an 
interest amoung the youth of our land, 
in behalf of Foreign Missions. 


“Dear anp Esteemep Frienp : 
ALTHOUGH you are separated from 
us by many thousand miles, yet it is 
with the most sincere pleasure, that 
we perceive that you have not forgot- 
ten us. We received your interest- 
ing letter, of August 30th, 1824, on 
the Ist of April, 1825; and on the 
following Sabbath Mr. Parmele read 
it to the school, and we were highly 
gratified with itscontents. The state 
of the miserable heathen, whom you 
have gone to instruct, affected us 
much. * We learn from your letter, 
that they know not the true God; but 
worship idols made with their own 
hands, which can neither see nor 
_ hear, nor help them—thet they cast 
themselves before their idols, and are 
crushed to death—and that moth- 
ers take their infant children, and 





cast them into their holy rivers, to be 
devoured by the monsters of the 
deep, thinking that by doing this, 
their children will be saved, and that 
those who are not ed in infan- 
cy, are brought up in all. the igno- 
rance and superstition of the country. 
How much more are we blessed, and 
how much greater are our privileges, 
who live where there are Sabbath 
Schools and Bibles and where we are 
taught to love and serve God, our cre- 
ator and kind aud merciful benefac- 
tor, than the poor heathen children, 
who do not enjoy any of the privi- 
leges that we do. We feel sorry for 
their condition, and would willingly 
contribute to send out more mission- 
aries to instruct them. You men- 
tion, that some of the little children 
belonging to your school, who have 
been instructed, feeling for the mis- 
erable heathen throughout the world, 
have generously and self-denyingly, 
gone without their dinners once a 
week, for the purpose of getting a 
little money to buy Bibles to send to 
those children who are destitute of 
them. If the poor heathen are so 
generous, as to deny themselves the 
common necessaries of life, in order 
to help other children to purchase 
Bibles, how generous ought we to be 
who enjoy such great privileges? 
On the second Monday in every 
month, the teachers of the Sabbath 
School, hold a monthly concert of 
prayer, and a collection is taken up 
for the purpose of sending out mis- 
sionaries, for the formation of Sab- 
bath Schools. This concert first ori- 
ginated in this place, and is now ex- 
tending throughout the U. States.” 


The remaining extracts are from 
the girls’ letter, and give a brief and 
plain statement of the manner in 
which our schools are conducted at 
the present time. We omit several 
passages in one, which are similar to 
those given in the otber. 


“Dean Mr. Garretr,—_We 
thank you that you so kindly remem- 
ber us; and especially, that you take 
so great aninterest in our spiritual wel- 
fare. When we compare our situation 
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with that of the heathen, we have rea- 
son to lament that we, who have such 
great privileges, do not improve them 
better. We were very much affect- 
ed by your account of heathen chil- 
dren, who would have been brought 
up in ignorance, were it not for you 
and other missionaries, who have left 
your friends and country, to instruct 
them in the knowledge of the truth. 
We are happy to hear that those poor 
children, who have been so long 
without books made of paper, have 
now books, and hope they will 
derive much benefit from them. It 
is truly awful to think of their wicked 
practices, such as worshipping wood- 
en gods, and evil spirits/ parents 
committing themselves to the funeral 
pile, while the wicked son takes de- 
light in setting on fire the faggots 
which surround them ;—and parents 
throwing their children to the furious 
crocodiles. All this they do to please 
their god, as they suppose. We 


hope that they will learn the Bible 
and believe in it. 
“We are very glad to hear of a re- 


vival of religion among the heathen 
at Ceylon; and that so many of 
them have forsaken their wicked 
ways, and worship the true God. If 
the heathen, who have so few privi- 
leges, are forsaking their sins, it is 
certainly time for us, who live in a 
Christian land, and who enjoy so 
many privileges, to turn unto the 
Lord. We feel much for the hea- 
then children, and pity their degraded 
state, who are so unwilling to have 
their female children instructed. 
How much greater are the advan- 
tages of females in this country than 
those of the heathen females. We 
’. have used, and will still continue to 
use our feeble means, for ameliora- 
ting their wretched condition. We 
have a bright example set us by 
those children, who ‘deny themselves 
a dinner once a week, to obtain 
money to purchase Bibles for the 
destitute, and we hope that the cbil- 
dren of our Sabbath school will be 
benefitted by their example, and that 
they will be persuaded to do some- 
thing more for them. We suppose 
that one who is so amgiousfor the 


welfare of the Sabbath school, would 
like to-hear of any improvements that 
have been made since you left us. 
The ladies’ school consists of about 
180 scholars who attend regularly, 
under the care of a superintendent, 
assistant superintendent, and tweaty- 
five teachers. The elder scholars 
study Cummings’ Questions, the 
younger, Parmcle’s on the New Tes- 
tament. The system of the school 
has been considerably improved of 
late. The lessons are limited to a 
certain number of verses, according 
to the capacity of the class. Each 
scholar in the class, learns the same 
lesson. The morning is devoted to 
the recitations of the scholars, and 
receiving explanations on the lessons 
from the teachers: the afternoon in 
answering questions. Before the 
close, the school is called to order, 
and the scholars recite publicly to the 
superintendent, and as there are 
generally some visiters, it renders the 
exercises quite interesting to them. 
We have an examination once in 
three monti:s, at which both schools 
are assembled together, in the Pres- 
byterian church. The exercises are 
commenced with a prayer by a cler- 
gyman; then singing by the scholars ; 
then the schools are examined by the 
superintendent of the gentlemen's 
school, from Cummings’ and’ Parme- 
le’s Questions; and an address, adapt- 
ed to the occasion, delivered by one 
of the boys. We have generally a 
crowded audience, and hope that 
these occasions are productive of 
some good. We have quite an ex- 
tensive library belonging to this 
school. We think that you would 
be pleased to see the interesting 
countenances of the little girls, as 
they assemble about 2 o’clock Satur- 
day a‘ternoon to draw their books. 

“We thank you for your good ad- 
vice, and hope that we may profit by 
it, and by the advice which our teach- 
ers are continually giving us. We 
can never repay them for what they 
have done for us; but we can follow 
their example, and endeavor to do 
what they wish us, for they do not 
desire any thing of us but what is {er 
our good.

THE THOUGHTFUL CHILD.
